In the trial scene of the Merchant 
of Venice, one of the characters begs 
of the judge for the sake of a great 
right to do a little wrong and put 
Shylock where he belongs. In a press 
story this week we see British Colum 
bia in the role of the usurious Shy- 
lyck, attempting to tax a returned 
Soldier’s $5000 insurance, via the suc¬ 
cession duty route.. What did the 
judge do? More than the Duke of 
Venice did. He said it might not be 
good law but he was not going to al¬ 
low the province of British Columbia 
to tax a soldier’s insurance. And 
very rightly too. 

When the Great Wat came to an 
end the Canadian government evolv¬ 
ed a cheap insurance for men who 
served with the forces. It permitted 
them to pay the premiums even 
monthly, without the usual extra for 
this privilege. It is insurance at cost 
so to speak, without overhead, and it 
is greatly valued by the men. On a 
policy of $5000 the beneficiaries, on 
death, may not receive it in a lump 
sum but at the rate of $1000 a year 
for five years.

Bank uf Montreal Issues Strong Re¬ 
port for First Half-year Period 


Select the McCormick-Deering 


The Bank of Montreal is now for¬ 
warding to shareholders a particu¬ 
larly satisfactory statement for the 
half year to April 30th. 

In the face of unusual conditions, 
the Bank has been able to keep 
strong in liquid assets' and cash and 
at the same time to show satisfac¬ 
tory profits. In the general state¬ 
ment one of the outstanding features 
is the increase in current loans in 
Canada. Both Capital and Rest are 
at new high levels. The Paid-up 
Capital now stands at $36,000,1)00, up 
from $34,548,760 a year ago,' while 
the Rest has been increased to $38,- 
000,000, from $35„548,760. at which 
level it is $2,000,000 above the Paid- 
up Capital. 

It is likely due to the larger capi¬ 
tal employed that the Bank has been 
able to report to shareholders slight¬ 
ly increased profits for the six 
months, as compared with the corres¬ 
ponding ..period .last year. Profits 
amounted to $3,543,017, up from $3,- 
491,651. "There were also received in 
six months payments of $51,459 as 
premiums on new stock. Thesis 
amounts, when added to the balance] 
carried forward, brought the , total 
available for distribution up. to $4,- 
330,059. This was appropriated as 
follows: Dividends and interest on 
instalment payments on new stock 
$2,167,586; amount credited to Rest 
Account $51,459; provision for taxes 
Dominion Government $229,979; res¬ 
ervation for bank premises $600,000; 
leaving the balance of profit and loss 
to be carried forward at $1,281,033. 

In the general statement of assets 
and liabilities, total assets are shown 
at $822,599,618, compared with $915,- 
705,653 a year ago. Of this, liquid 
assets are reported at $373,450,296, 
equivalent to 51.03 per cent, of liabil¬ 
ities to the public. Included in them 
^re cash holdings of $94,421,408, 
equal to 12.90 per cent, of public lia¬ 
bilities. 

At the same time there is a some- j 
what unexpected increase in current 
loans and discounts in Canada and 
these now are reported at $335,301,- 
194, up from $314,464,137. While a 
portion of this increase may be at¬ 
tributed to the wheat situation, it is 
also known that there is an increas¬ 
ed tendency on the part of large cus¬ 
tomers to avail themselves of bank¬ 
ing accommodation. 

As was to be expected, with the 
change in the general credit situation 
throughout the world, the most im¬ 
portant variations are in the call loan 
department. Call' loans in Canada 
are down to $27,460,856 from -$39, 
359,779, and call loans in Great Bri¬ 
tain and the United States have been 
reduced to $68,028,615 from $139,974- 
369. At tjle same time, balances due 
to banks and banking correspondents 
elsewhere than in Canada—which to 
a great extent represented deposits 
temporarily placed on -this side due 
to higher loan rates—are now down 
to $9,660,804 from $35,597,107. 

Total deposits are reported at 
$688,067,752. Of this amount depos¬ 
its bearing interest are $545,856,287 
and deposits not bearing interest 
$130,418,937.

Not the proud, aristocratic silver 
fox, but the homely, shambling musk 
rat of our rivers and lakes, leads Al- 
‘berta fur sales. -Muskrat skins 
brought $390,019.00; badger, $318,- 
000.00; coyote, $302,000.00, and silver 
fox only $111,000.00, according to -the' 
published report of Game Commis¬ 
sioner Benjamin Lawton, for the fis¬ 
cal year just ended. 

The chameleon of the prairie, the 
changeable weasel, who turns ermine 
in winter, also outstripped the silvei 
fox with a return of $191,000. 

The total value uf Alberta's fur 
crop for the period reported, was $1- 
661,691.50. Twenty-eight varieties 
of animals contributed their furry 
coats to make this very commendable 
aggregate sum. 

Muskrat, badger, coyote and wea¬ 
sel, all well known prairie denizens, 
gave by far the greater part of this 
total sum. Of these prairie varieties 
the coyote and wasel are assiduously 
hunted by everybody because of their 
predatory habits and they seem to he 
increasing even under tiiis barrage of 
continuous hunting. The badger is 
less harmful, but -is- disappearing 
gradually from the prairie.—Market 
Examiner.
